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A.  RATIONAL15!  FOR  CULTURAL  NORMS 

For  several  years  a  series  of  investigations  dealing  with  the 
organisation  of  Verbal  habits  has  been  conducted  at  the  University  of 

Connecticut  under  the  provisions  of  an  Office  of  Naval  Researoh  contract 

*  /  •  „ 

Ihe  majority  c/f  these  studies  has  dealt  with  data  collected  in  the 
following  wanner.  A  stimulus  list  comprising  equal  numbers  of  words 
belonging  to  two,  four,  eight  or  twenty  categories  is  constructed, 
lypical  categories  are  Animals,  Weapons.  Countries  and  Trees.  Jhe 
optimal  length  of  the  stimulus  word  list  appears  to  be  40  to  60  items. 

Ihe  stimulus  words  are  randomised  and  transfered  in  their  random  order 
to  slides  for  presentation  by  means  of  a  projector.  The  words  are 
typically  exposed  at  2.5  or  3  seoond  intervals.  Subjects  are  instructed 
to  watoh  as  the  list  of  words  is  presented  and  after  the  coaqrtetion  of 
the  projection  of  the  last  word  they  writo  as  many  of  the  words  as 
they  can  on  the  basis  of  free  recall.  Ihe  analysis  of  the  data  primarily 
involves  the  determining  of  associative  clustering  occurring  in  eaoh 
subject’s  recall.  Associative  clustering  may  generally  be  defined  as 
the  incidence  with  which  words  in  the  same  category  successively  follow 
each  other  in  the  subject’s  recall  sequence. 

In  the  earlier  studies  the  selection  of  the  words  for  the  various 
categories  of  the  stimulus  lists  was  mado  by  the  experinwnters  and  the 
habxt  strengths  of  the  words  in  the  several  categories  were  equated  on 
the  basis  of  Thorndike-Lorgo  counts  of  frequencies  of  usage.1  While 
our  evidence  has  indicated  a  positive  relationship  between  the  word

“  *  that  *  mor9  Tmlid  Procedure  would  bo  to  obtain  normative  data  on 

the  readiness  with  which  specif io  words  are  subsumed  under  specified 
categories  from  a  large  sample  of  the  population  from  which  the  subjects 
are  drawn.  It  was  on  this  assumption  that  we  obtained  the  normative 
data  here  presented.  Simply  stated,  the  procedure  was  that  of  asking 
groups  of  undergraduate  students  to  list  items  which  they  themselves 
judged  to  belong  in  specified  categories.  Ihe  noms  are  the  cultural 
frequencies  with  which  the  various  items  were  produced.  A  study  demon¬ 
strating  the  relatively  high  validity  of  these  noms  for  measuring 
associative  clustering  has  bAen  completed  and  will  be  presented  in  a 
subsequent  report,® 

It  is  hoped  that  these  norms  will  be  useful  for  subsequent  studies 
of  associative  clustering  and  also  for  studies  of  concept  formation. 


B.  1TCTH0D  AND  PROCEDURE 

As  a  first  step  in  the  collection  of  the  cultural  norms  it  was 
necessary  to  compile  a  list  of  specific  categories.  Ihe  choice  of 
categories  was  made  On  the  following  bases,  (a)  Ihe  verbal  designation 
of  the  categories  should  be  as  brief  as  possible;  (b)  Ihe  associates  of

a  category  should  be  nouns;  (c)  The  categories  should  produoe  a  fairly 
large  number  of  associates;  (d)  The  categories  should  be  as  definitive 
as  possible;  (e)  Uiero  should  be  a  minimum  of  overlap  in  the  items  of 
the  various  categories.  In  the  interest  of  compiling  a  large  liat  of 
categories*  the  adherence  to  the  above  conditions  was  violated  in  some 
cases.  In  ali,  43  categories  or  classes  of  items  were  chosen.  Mimeo¬ 
graphed  data  sheets  oontaining  the  verbal  designations  of  the  43  o lasses 
of  items  were  utilised.  In  collating  the  mimeographed  material  an 
effort  was  made  to  randomise  the  three  pages  containing  the  classes  of 
items.  A  separate  page  containing  instructions  was  stapled  to  the 
data  sheets.  Briefly,  the  subjects  were  told  that  they  would  be  pre-

sentod  with  various  classes  of  items.  They  were  to  write  the  first 
four  specific  associates  they  could  think  of  for  eaoh  class  of  items. 

A  copy  of  the  instructions  and  data  sheets  may  be  aeon  in  th"  Appendix, 
In  all,  data  were  collected  from  400  undergraduate  students  at  the 
University  of  Connecticut,  200  male  and  200  female. 

lhe  data  were  analysed  in  the  following  manner.  For  each  class  of 
items  a  tabulation  was  made  of  the  frequency  of  ocourroncc  of  each  dis¬ 
crete  response.  Ihe  data  of  the  male  and  female  subjects  were  tabulated 
separately.  Responses  which  were  misspelled  but  left  no  doubt  as  to  what 
the  subject  meant  were  tabulated  under  the  correct  spelling  of  the 
response.  In  those  cases  where  the  spelling  of  a  response  l^ft  some 
doubt  as  to  what  the  subject  really  meant  hit  the  individual  letters  of 
the  response  wore  recognisable,  the  response  was  tabulated  in  its  mis¬ 
spelled  form  with  a  frequency  of  one.  In  some  cases  handwritings  were 
so  illegible  that  some  of  the  responses  could  not  be  read  at  all.  These 
responses  were  tabulated  as  illegible  words.  In  other  cases,  the

subject  failed  to  list  four  responses  for  each  class  of  items.  Missing 
responses  were  tabulated  as  omissions* 

The  responses  to  each  class  of  items  and  the  frequency  of  occurrence 
of  each  response  for  males  and  females  separately  as  well  as  the  total 
are  listed  in  the  norms  which  fellow.  Responses  are  listed  in  order  of 

t  ;  , c:  i  j. 

decreasing  frequency  of  occurrence.  In  the  case  of  singular  and  plural 
forms  of  the  same  word,  the  frequency  of  occurrence  of  each  fora  is 
given  as  well  as  the  total.  In  some  cases,  e^.g.,  the  Fish  category, 
subjects  would  simply  list  as  a  response,  sun,  gold,  etc.  In  these  cases 
it  was  obvious  that  the  subjects  meant  sunfish,  goldfish,  etc.  Separate 
counts  are  given  for  the  frequencies  of  ocourrenoe  of  the  separate  com¬ 
ponents  of  compound  words  as  well  as  the  totals.  Indentation  of  the 
responses  as  well  as  parentheses  around  the  frequencies  of  occurrence 
are  used  to  indioate  that  the  responses  involved  are  either  singular  or 
plural  forms  of  the  same  word  or  components  of  a  compound  word. 

It  will  be  noted  that  frequencies  of  occurrence  have  been  used  in 
the  norms  rather  than  percentages.  This  procedure  was  adopted  because 
the  number  of  very  small  frequencies  of  occurrence  1*8»  ^'s,  e^c*# 

is  large  and  conversion  to  percentages  would  have  necessitated  the  use 
and  repetition  of  small  percentage  figures  involving  decimals.  For  those 
who  would  rather  work  with  percentages  of  occurrence  rather  than  frequencia 
a  conversion  from  frequencies  to  percentages  is  presented  in  the  Appendix. 
For  sake  of  simplicity  the  upper  class  limits  of  the  percentages  column 
in  the  conversion  table  have  been  deleted#  These  upper  limit 3  are 
understood  to  be  1.99,  2.99,  3.99,  etc#
